Moving the financtal resolution in 
Committee of Ways and Means to- 
night, Mr. Runsiman said that 
when tho importations were first 
brought to the Government's notice 
they were exceptional, but they 
had ‘since increnacd volume 
consiavrably,,

Tt is just as important to have 
good-looking buggies as to have 
carefully tended clothes, bat every 
now and qenin oa fay renovations 
will be necessary, as sametimoes the 
leather becomes bruised and 
seraped. For a brown or 
ease, owerh with soa writer 
then rub wll with a flannel dipped 
in sweet ofl, Paint any damiyred 
party with white of egg. allowing:

When thoranghly 
dry. paint over the case with Fquid 
boot polish, giving at least there 
separate coats.

Suede coats, hits, bags, shous 
belts, &e., soil quickly, but they 
teat up wonderfully if rubbed 

“ih an ink eraser or a chamoin 
leather, Benzine is also useful for 
bad stains, and a rub with the sand- 
paper will restore the pile. Stains 
of grease, oil, or tar can be. re- 
moved with Thawpit if benzine is 
unsuccessful. 


A good way of restoring colour. 
{o brown shoes, damaged with sea 


water, 1s to pnint them with iodine; 
let them dry overnight, then polish 
in the ordinary way, and they will 
look like new. Brown. shoes may be 
darkened with a cut potato or the 
inside skin of a banana, Remove 
stuins with a weak acid such us 
vinegar, or lemon jules, mixed with 
water.

Long before this it was known 
that o low temperature could be 
produced by the combination of 
crushed ice and anit. Tee was ob- 
tained In blocks shipped from the 
Norwegian fiords, and until 188) 
this was the only method of obtain- 
ing a sufficiently low temperature 
for storing meat and other perish- 
able foods. 

The first cold) air machine of 
which there is any definite record 
was invented in 1846 by a Mr. 
Gorrel, of the U.S.A. This was 
followed by various other Britiah 
and foreign inventors, until the 
year 1873, when the first machine 
used commercially was invented by 
Professor Linde.

Home Farmers’ Friend, 


But it is not only for over: 
‘supplics that refrigeration is nevd- 
led. Home farmers are at length 
findings out that refrigeration — is 
their friend, not an enemy. Their 
rhome-srown produce of a perishable 
Inature can be preserved, when 
jthere is a glut. instead of being: 
wasted. 

The dairy industry is 
tirely depandent. upon refrigerntian 
for deating with its hundreds of 
thousands of gullons of milk and 
‘millions of exgr, .. .

From the very 
powerful machines which make 
tons of ‘ice for-eold storage pur- 
poses down to the small automatic 
doyrestic refrigerators which pro- 
duce the miniature pieces of ice, all 
are worked on the principles 
tand in accordance with the same 
huva of nature that Michael Fara-

Our 
largest places of assembly and jead- 
ing theatres adopt artificial air 
cooling, and also our fuctories for 
the welfare of the employees. In 
nddition to the nctual machinery, a 
great industry has also arisen for 
providing insulation in order to 
retain the cold temperature in 
storage both on Jand and at sea. 
Thia insulation ix now mostly con- 
structed of cork. e 

In recent years means have been 
found of working the refrigerating 
machines sutomatically; that js, so 
that when a given temperature is 
obtained = the machine will auto- 
matically cease working, and when 
the" temperature rises a certain 
number of degrees the machine will 
start again. For research purposes 
where it {gs essential to maintain a 
‘vonstunt Lemperature, these can be 
xe delicately balanced — that there 
may be no greater variation in the 
temperature than one degroe. 

In all scientific work, as well as 
in a number of manufacturing pro- 
cesses, the study of temperature 
control ia imperative. Man himself 
is entirely dependent upon ith A 
difference of Gdey. or Tdeg, Fahren- 
heit in blood temperature means 
life or death ta every one of us! ° 

Long-continued research work 
has shown that diferent commodi- 
ties require oan extraordinary 
variety of temperature for their 
efficient preservation. : . 


Careful Preserving. 


Por instance, whereas meat can 
be best kept at from S5dex. to 40 
ceg., butter is kept in better con- 
dition at Iddeg. Figs should be 
kept at. S0dex., and also apples, but 
melons from $ideg. to 40dez., and 
; bananas not, less than 56dex. Z 

On the other hand, the degree of 
cold required for making ice-cream

. These are only u few examples, 
but sullicient to give an idea of the 
Jarge amount of labour and care 
which ig now invelved in tho pre- 
servation of our daily food and 
what we owe tv the discoveries of 
Michael Faraday. The past hun- 
dyed years have seen developments 
far beyond the possible imaginings 
of the dixeoverer himseif.

“SCENE” IN LORD 
MAYOR'S COURT. 


COUNSEL'S EMPHATIC 
PROTEST. 


“NOT TREATED LIKE 
IT BEFORE.” 


London, Oct. 14. 

“rE wish to make a public protest 
at the Lord Mayor lenving the 
Court when IT am making an ap 
plication which I have a perfect 
right to make. I have never been 
treated in any court in this realm 
as T have been treated thia morn- 
ing.” 

This comment was made in the 
Lord Mayor of Lendon's Court at 
the Mansion House, yesterday by 


Mr. BE. H. Butcher, counsel for one 
of ten persons charged on remand 
with breaking into a warehouse in 
Upper Thames-street, EF. C., and 
stealing 33 cases of tea value £290, 
the property of the City and Con- 
tinental Wharves and Transport, 
Lid, and also with having house- 
breaking implements fn their pos- 
session by night, 

The Lord Mayor (Sir Phene 
Neal}, the presiding magistrate, 
had intimated that he had to leave 
to attend a Court of Aldermen, 

There was a “scone” when the 
question of bail was ruised. 

After hearing two applications 
the Lord Mayor. announced that 
bail was refused to all the defen- 
dunts except three. ‘ 

My. H. W. Wickham = protested 
that the Lord Mayor .had refused 
to hear certain witnesses with re- 
gard to bail.’ : 

The Lord Mayor said that he 
did not object to hearing witnesses 


“Ridiculous.” 


Mr. Wickham said that he asked 
to tender proper ‘witnesses as! to 
sureties. : 

“In my humble submission,” he 
said, “it is a monstrous thing to 
refuse bail becnuse the police say 
that the defendants may interfere 
with witnesses who are big, strong 
policemen. I say it is ridiculous.” 

Sergeant Johnzon—I ask the 
Lord Mayor not to grant bail. We 
are afraid of witnesses being in- 
terfered with, and not police wit- 
nesses. : 

The Lord Mayor—This is a very 
important cnse.. It seems to me 
that there are great ramifications 
here. I am bound in the intercsts 
of the public to rely on the advice 
of the police. 

Mr. Wickham—These people are 
innocent before you. They are in- 
nocent until they are found guilty. 
You are practically looking upon 
them as being convicted. 

The Lord Mayor intimated that 
he would consider the matter ‘fur- 
ther on Friday. 7 : : 

Mr. Butcher sald that he claimed 
his right, as a member of the Bar. 
to speak, 

“TY ask for bail-on behalf of my 
client, who is a man of unimpeach- 
pble character,” he said. - 

The Lord Mayor again snid that 


he would. consider the matter on™ 


Friday.. 

Mr. Butcher was making an ap- 
plication with regard to the return 
of money to Jacobs when the Lord 
Mayor left the courl. :

A PLEA FOR TEA.
